was 4,008,907; of these 2,984,306 were 
occupied by the owners, 322,557 were 
rented at a fixed money rental, and 

702,244 were rented on shares. There 
were 4352 farms of less than three 
acres; 135,889 above three acres and 
less than ten: 254,749 between 10 and 
20 acres; 791 475 , between 20 and 50. 

acres; 1,032,910 between 50 and 100 
acres; 1,695,983 between 100 and 500 
acres; 75,972 between 500 and 1000 
acres ; and 28,578 were of 1000 acrés 
in extent or up wards.

_ The Spanish mines are located near 
the town of Almaden, province of 
Mancha, and were formerly owned and 
_ operated by the Spanish Government. 
' They are now, however, held and oper- 
ated by the great firm of- Rothschild 
Brothers, of London, England, as secur- 
ity for a loan made by them to the 
‘Spanish: Government; indeed, they 
seem to be, to all intents and pur- 
poses, the property of that firm. These 
‘mines yield about. four-fifths of the 
entire production of Europe, while the 
Austrian mines, located near Idria, and 
the minor mines mentioned, produce 
the other one-fifth. As a consequence 
London, to which place almost the en- 
tire product of the Almaden mines is 


shipped, is the controlling market of 


Europe, and Rothschild fixes the price 
of the metal, except in’ so far as Cali- 
fornia, which produces more quick- 
silver than Spain and Austria com- 
bined, may undertake to become a dis- 
turbing element in that direction. 
Quicksilver is carried and shipped 
in wrought‘iron flasks of twenty-five 


pounds, containing seventy-five pounds. 


of the metal. Prices‘ throughout Eu- 
rope are always given in English 
money, and the quotations invariably 
reter to the flasks described. 

The consumption of quicksilver in 


the world was estimated in the year 


1876 to amount to about 86,000 flasks 


per year; in 1877 it; reached 100,000: 


flasks: and since then it has averaged 
133,000 flasks a year. 

The principal uses, to which quick- 
silver is applied are: (1) Meteorolog- 
ical and other scientific instruments; 
(2) chemical preparations; (3) look-. 
ing-glasses and mirrors.

‘Thompson & West’s History of Los Angeles 
Tpunty was the Authority of 
the Reporter. 


Eprror Toes: My of 
Church History being objected to by 
your correspondent, John W. Ellis, I 
beg to ask space for a reply. 

I would say that as a reporter I did 
not attempt either to make or refute 
history. I took it as I found it, simply 
abbreviating to save space. I have no 
‘‘correction’’ to make, and no present 
disposition to enter into a controversy 
regarding the proprietorship of churches. 
I will simply give my authorities, and 
leave your — to contend 
with them. 

In the history of ‘be Angeles, pub- 
lished in 1880, by Messrs. Thompson & 
West, I find the folluwing sketch of the 
formation of religious societies and 
building of churches in this city: 

“FIRST PROTESTANT SOCIBTY. 

“On May 4, 1859, an organization was 
4 formed by Rev.Wm. E. Boardman under 
the above title, with a constitution de- 
claring that its members ‘unite for the 
purpose of supporting Protestant wor- 
ship here’; signed by Isaac 8. K. Ogier, 
‘Wm. McKee, A. J. King, C. Sims, Chas. 
S. Adams, Wm. S. Morrow, D. McLa. 
ren, Thomas Noster, Wm. H. Shore and 
N. A. Potter. In 1864 they built the 
church located on the corner of Temple 
and New High streets. Shortly after- 
ward the society reorganized under the 
title of the St. Athanasius Episcopal 
Church, to whom the church edifice was 
transferred.”’ 

FIRST PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH.’ 

In November, 1854, the first Presby- 
terian service was held by Rev. James 
Woods, in aq little carpenter shop on 
Main street, where the Pico House now 
stands. The first permanent organiza- 
tion of this Church was in March, 1855. 
Inthe old adobe building on Spring 
street, where the Mayor’s office now is, 
Mr. Woods held regular services for one 
year. When organized there were just 
twelve members, of whom there is only 
one now living, (Mr. McKee, now living 
at San Gabriel). Mr. H. D. Barrows 
furnished music with his flute, and Mr.

Rev. Ni M. Cunningham (recently de- 
ceased) came next, and remained about 
a year and a half, ‘and was succeeded by 
Rev. J. W. Ellis, the present incumbent. 
This Church assisted in the erection of 
what is now knownas the St. Athana- 
sius, Episcopal Church, located gn the 
corner of Temple and New High streets, 
which was built in 1864, by the First 


‘| Protestant Society. They held services 
in this Church until 1864, [This date is 1 


evidently wrong. — REPORTER.] when 
they were refunded the amount. they 
had contributed for its erection, and the 
building was transferred to the Episco- 
palians.”’ 


ST. ATHANASIUS EPISCOPAL CHURCH. 


The first service was held at the rooms 
of the Mechanics’ Institute, Sunday even- 
ing, Feb. 19, 1857, Dr. Carter reading 
the service, and Rev. Dr. Smith, (at 
that time President of Princeton Col- 
lege. N. J.,) preaching the sermon. The 
Church was organized August 23, 1857, 
under the name of St. Luke’s Church, 
and the following named gentlemen 
were elected Trustees: Dr. T. J. White, 
Dr. Mathew Carter and Wm. H. Shore. 
A building was rented on Main street 
where services were held. In May, 
1865, the Church was reorganized, and 
the name changed to St. Athanasius 
Church. ‘fhe following named gentle- 
men were chosen officers: Senior War- 
den, G. J. Clark; Junior Warden, H. F. 
Dibbles; Vestrymen, J. M. Griffith, 8. 
E. Briggs, T. Wollweber, J. Henfield, R. 
T. Hayes and C. R. Conway; Secre- 
tary, 5S. E. Briggs; Treasurer, J. M. 
Griffith. The edifice which the Church 
now occupies was built in 1864, by the 
First Protestant Society, and afterwards 
transferred to the St. Athanasius 
Cifurch,”’: 

Such is the history in extenso from 
which my assertions were drawn, and I 
| hope your correspondent, yourself, and

In saying the St. Athanasius Church was 
built by the First Protestant Society, 
that the Presbyterians helped in its con- 
struction, and were subsequently re-im- 
bursed for their expenditures.
